subject, of great importancs and involy- 
ing” immense jintercsis both personal and 
national ; but ite aignificance and the limit 
of. its offects ao félt t» be emall iu com- 
parison with te reeults dependent on the 
emigration on a vast scale of Ohinese to 
other countries. There are times, when 
nations, like individaala, canuot discuss 
-. some queations calmly and profitably, And 
though the letter of our New York cor- 
respondent shows that the anti-Cnineso, 
agitation is fast dying out in America, 
whore, ho says, the popular sentiment ic 
against race proscription of all kinde ; and 
ghouvh many of the Australian colunist: 
would gladly weleume Chinese labour, thore 
is no doubt that, in those countries at 
least, the immigration. of Chinese must be 
conducted slowly and cautiously. Where 
the white and yellow racea meet as ccm. 
petitors, opposition ill-feoling, and some- 
~times violence, aro likely to ensuo; and 
beautifulaa free labour and personal freedom 
may be admitted te be in the abstract, 
_ hostility to the Chinese will not bo easily 
‘or quickly overcome. ‘These are facts, 
and in discussing great questions fucts 
must bo considered. It ia not leas a fact, 
however, that where Chinese labour isn most 
wanted, so far from ila competing with 
white Inbour, it allows such labour to ba 
—neod to the moat direct advantage and to 
the greatest profit, Tae race of “equatorial 
Mnelishmen” which has been foretold will 
* not exiet in the near future ; and it may be 
‘said, without foar of contradiction, that 
wherever hard manual work has to be per- 
formed in tropical or semi-tropical coun- 
tries, i¢ must be done by people adapted 
to the conditions of such latitudes. For 
uch purposes the Chiaese have proved 
themeelves the most, euitable and eflicient, 
No one will deny them the virtues of, in- 
dustry, frugality, ond peacedbloness ; and, 
indeed, tho increasing demand ..for- their 
services is the beat prouf of their value aud 
usefulness. : 

A. clear recognition of the fact that in 
many places and for mauy purposes Chineso 
Jabour 1s not competitive with white labour, 
but a useful, profitable and necessary 
auxiliary, will at onco remove the greatcat 
opposition to Chinose immigration and 
should induce forsignera to give it all the 
encouragemont possible. Acknowledging, 
then, the value of Uhinese Jabour,—from a 
merely selfish point of view, ad far as 
foreigners are coucerned,—the only re- 
“maining questions aro as to whether the 
Chinese Government will sanction emigra- 
tion, and the conditions under which it 
should take place. Now the theory or 
constitution of this. ancient empire ‘is 
undoubtedly against permitting any of its 
chjld:en tu soak their frtunes abroad ; but, 
like other Governments, the Clineso do 
not scraple.to upset honoured theorivs and 
“to depart from the beaten lines of tho con- 
stitution. ‘acitly at first, and latterly with 
perfect openness, she sanctioned, if she did 
not encourage, ‘emigration. In the new 
troaty with Spain, for instance, it is atipu- 
Jated that the Chinese Government shall 
interposo no obstacle to the free emigration 
of Chinamon. Indeed, hor ostablishment of 
foreign Enibassies and Consulates would be 
useless if Chinese did not reside sbrcad and 
there wore no Chines interests to protect, 
The piving of the Imperiat sauction in this 
formal manner will no doubt be followed 
by elmilar troatiea with othor csuntries ; 
and Chineso, emigration will recvive an 
impetus it has nover had given it before. 

The conditions of the emigration. —the 
arrangements and accommodation provided 
for the emigrants in going to and returning 
from thoir forcign service,—are probably its 
moat important feature. It isa.painful but 
too woll-known fact-that Chincsc emigranta 
have sometimes been treated on board ves- 
aels in a manner which recalls the horrors 
of the middle passage. How the Chinese 
Government, which has made the most 
“careful provisioua in the late treaty for the 
freedom and good treatment of emigrants, 
will endeavour to ensure the arrangements 
on the passage necessary for health and 
comfort remains to be seon ; but one of the 

. Most reasonable solutions of the difficulty 
would be that the emigration should take 
place in vessels flying the Dragon flag, and 
over which the Goverr:ment might exercise 
absolute control. " Possibly in no other way 
would the objections be overcome ; and the 
introduction of some auch: clause jnto.the 
several treaties, combined with what other 
precautions might be desirable,—aa, for in- 
stance, the supervision of the Cusioma — 
might lead toacomplete and_ satisfactory 
arrangement with all concerned. We need 
not now, however, exter into. that part of 
the question. We have been Jed into 
these remarks by the announcement of the 
depar.ure of the China Merchants’ ateamer 
Ho-Chung, which leayes in a fow days for 
Canton, where she will receive emigrants 
for Honolulu.

NORDENSKJOLD¥ AROTIO 
EXPEDITION,

“Swedish North-east Passage Expedition in 
tho neighbourhood of Behring Straits, 
The Jateat date is February 20, when ‘all 
was ag well as possible. 
lowing dotails from Prof. Nordenskjéld’a 
report, addressed to Mr Oscar Dickson, «f 
Gothenburg. Tho Vega and the Lene 
parted company on Auguat 27 at the mouth 
of the River Lens, the former shaping hdr 
course for the New Siberian Islauds, The 


air was calm, but for tho most part over- ; 


cast ; the temperature oa high as ae, 
and the sea free ‘from. ico, 
Semonc ff-kj or Stolbovoj, the most western 
of the New Siberian Islands, was sighted, 
and on the 30th Liakhoff’s Island, but ao 
lauding was not effected on account of the 
shallowness of the water in its vicinity. 
On the $list Syjatoi Nos was. passed with- 
out difficulty, the weathor being fine, and 
the land in the neighbourhood free of 
snow. The water was slightly salt, and 
had a: temperature rising to 4° 0, The 
weather continued fine u:til September 1, 
the wind being southerly, and the tempera- 
ture of the air in the shade 6.6°O, On 
the night before the second the wind 
became northerly, and the tompera‘ure 
fell to —1° ©. The following night there 
was a large fall of snow. Next day the 
Bear Islands ‘weré reached. Techaun Bay 
was passed on the night before September 
6, and Cape Schelagskoj reached by 4 a.m. 
‘Tho nights now began to be so dark, and 
tho sea so filled with ice, that the Veya had 
to lie-to at night, generally anchored.to a 
large. ground ice. Two boats resembling 
the umiaks of tho Eskimo were now seen 
filled with natives, the first that had been 
encountered since the expedition left Cha- 
barovaat Jugor Schar. They were received 
fu a friendly way, but none of them cuuld 
speak Ruasian or any other language in- 
telligible to the Swedes, A buy ovuld, 
however, count ton in English, showing 
that tho intercourse with American whalers 
was greater than with Russian merchants, 
On September 6 and 7 the Vega steamed 
slowly slong in a narrow open and io:-free 
channel along the coast, On the 8h a 
landing waa effected near a Tchuktch en- 
campment, where the Swedes were received 
in a yery hospitable manner. ‘Chey found 
in one tent reindeer fi:sh boiling in a large 
pot of cast iron, Another start was made 
on September 6, but a fog compelled the 
Swedes to lie-to till the 10th. Many ex- 
cursions wore mady on land, The strand 
was formed of aind which, immediately 
above high water-mark, was covered with 
luxuriant turf. Farther inland, a range of 
very high ‘hills was visible, and beyond that, 
ata considurable distauce from the coast, 
snow-covered mountain-tops. The low 
land consists of sand and clay beds, evid- 
ently raised above the level of the sea very 
rec ontly,° 
seen, from the sbsouce of which Norden- 
akjé!d concludes that there is not at present 
tv the north of this any such glacial Jand 
as Greevland.

The follow- 
ing day the cape to the vast of this bay 
waa passed, aud the Vega lay-to auchored 
to a ground .ice, wai ing for a favourable 
change, but nd such change took place, 
Northerly winds heaped greater and greater 
wasses, of drift ice along the coast, and 
goon extinguishod all hope. of getting free 
before the summer of this year. 


THE SACRED BOOKS OF CHINA.* 
(China Review, Vol. VII, No. 1.) 


Dr. Legge’s name as a faithful and cor- 
reot translator of Chinese texts is so well 
established that we may dispense with any 
remarks as to the faithfulness of the ver- 
sions. here published, which form the third 
volume of Max Miiller’s edition of the 
Sacred Books of the East. Sutlice it to say 
that Dr. Legge revised his original trap 
lation .by renewed comparison with tne 
originals’ and with translations furnished 
by others, and we are not surprised that, 
although naturally his knowledge of Chi- 
nese has deepened with years, hoe found 
but very little to alter. Anxious to carry 
out Max Miiller’s principle to give the 
translation of the texts to be embodied in 
this collection without any colourmmg from

chard, presenting the principal Zodiacal stars 
above the horizon of any place in Central 
China aboat the. year B.C, 2300, with note 
and: table of the upparent positions of. the 
‘principal stars in H.C. 2300, B.0, 1500, 
AD. 1, A.D. 1000, and A.D. 1878. The 
astronomival ‘and chronological questions 
connected with the Shu King are discussed 
anew, but all’ reference to Schlegel’s diver- 
gems views laid down in his large work, the 
Uranographie Chinoise, is carefully avoided.

The 
addition of the Hsiae King,~ia the. place 
which it will thus ocoupy in this edition of 
the Sacred Booke of China, after the Shih 
King, and before the Yih King, Ch'un-Te‘iu 
and Li Ki, seems to us utterly unjustifiable, 
as the book is as a whole coneinty of -post= 
classic origin, whilst only portions of the 
Yih ond Li Ki date from the time after 
Confucius. + 

“Another point regarding which we ven- 
ture to find fault- with Dr. Legge is the 
loose way in which he uses the term ‘ Con- 
fucianism.” For instance, on p. XIV of the 
Introduetion,‘he says ‘Confucianism is the 
religion of China par excellence,” and then 
goes on including underthe term “' the carly 
religion vf the people” and ‘‘ the religious 
views” to which there are references in the 
.Chineso Classics. This isextremely confused 
and confusing talk. Confucianism pure and 
simple’ is in our opinion no religion ot all. 
The essence of Confucianism is an anti-. 
quarian adherence to traditional forms of 
etiquette, taking the place of ethics, a scoptic 
denial. of any relation subsisting between 
man and a living God, taking the place of 
religion, whilst there is encouraged a sort of 
worship of human genius, combined with. a 
set of despotic political theories. But who 
cau honestly call this a religion? In our 
opinion there existed a national religion in 
China betore Confucianism arose. But 
Confucianism, although it-gave its bias to 
the intellect of the Chinese, stifled the reli- 
gious conscience, which accordingly vented 
itself by traneforming the speculations of 
‘Tauist mysticism into a systematic religion 
and by recciving Buddhism at the same 
time with open arms, ; 

Another objection we have to Dr. Legge’s 
work is the combination of Max Miul- 
ler’s peculiar orthography with the Pe- 
kingese syllabary of Sir Thomas Wade, 
which produces @ most bewildering mud- 
dle. Dr. Legge had a good reason for 
his adopting Max Miller’s syatem in the 
natural desire to preserve uniformity of 
spelling throughout this edition of the Sacred 
Books of the East, but the accident that 
the present dynasty happens to ‘keep its 
court at Peking and makes the local patoie 
of Peking the court language is no sound 
reasoi. for transliterating the names of 
Chitiese. worthies who lived three or four 
thousand years ago according to the éccentric 
oddities.of the local patois of a town in the 
farthest corner of North China, This edi- 
tion of the Sacred Books of the Kust will 
live and continue to live when the Manchu 
dynasty of China has given way to a Chi- 
nese dynasty, and.when the Cantonese dia- 
lect, anyhow nearer to. the oldest form of 
the Chinese language, has bech made not 
ed the court dislect but the language of

“HABITS Of WILD ANIMALS AT 

. - NIGAT!: + 

A reports of the New York Sun had an 
opportunity reoontly of visiting-a menagerle 
at night, and he thus tolls what ho saw and 
what the animala did on being disturbed 
of their night's post... He commane.s by 
doacribing the’ monkeys, which, he says, 
were clustered together ‘on the floor,in the 
corners of the oayge. Tho attendant, who 
showed the reporter about in the dim light | 
of a couple of gas burners, scratched the’ 
cage with bis cane, and ine‘antly a dozen 
| whitish spots appeared. on the’ surface of 
each of the clustora, These were the faces 
of the monkeys. . They were held perfeotly 
still for a short time, but when another gas 
jet was lighted nearer the cage, several 
monkeys brcke away from their companion 
to leap from perch to perch and aqneal like 
bats. Dr Starr, the attendant, said: that 
monkeys sometimes roosted™like chickens 
on their rerches, but such a peculiarity 
was pot observed in any of the cages. Mr 


McClean, a very trustworthy keeper, says’ 
they oft n indulge their propensity for fan’ 
by pulling each others’. tails and pinching 
each at dead of night, when the whole cage 
will set up'a chatter.

Every newspaper muat be posted either 
without a cover (in which case it muat not 
be. fastened, whether by means of gum, 
wafer, sealing wax, postage stamp, or 
otherwise) or in a cover entirely open at 
both ends, so as to admit of easy removal 
for examination. If thia rule be infringed 
the newspaper is treatéd as @ letter. 

Every newspaper must be ao folded, aa 
to admit of the title belng readily tn- 
fspected. . : 

A newspaper or packet of newspapers 
which contains any enclosure except sup- 
plements is charged asa letter, unless the 
enclosure be such as might bo sent at the 
book rate of postage, and the entire packet 
be sufficiently prepaid asa book packet, in 
which case it is allowed to pase. 

A newapaper which has any letter, or’any 


communication of the nature of a letter, |. 


written in it or upon its cover, is charged 
as an unpaid or insufficiently paid letter. 
No, packet of newspapers may be above 
6 ba, in weight, nor above two feat in 
length, one foot in width, nor one in depth, 


A book-packet- may contain any number 
of separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters), 
photographs (when not on glass or in cases 
containing glasa or any like substance); 
drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity 
of paper, or any other substance in ordinary 
use for writing or ert upon ; and the 
books or other’ publications, prints, maps, 
&e., maybe either ‘printed, written, en- 
«raved, lithographed, or plain, or any 
mixture’ of these, Further, all legitimate 
binding, mounting, or covering of a book, 
&c., or of a portion thoreof, is allowed, 
whether snch binding, do. be loose or 
attached ; as also rollers in the case of 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) in the case of books, pens or 
pencils in the case of pocket-books, &., 
ond, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
safe: transmission of such articles, or usually 
appertains thereto ; but the binding, rollers, 
&c. must not be sent as a separate packet. 


Circulars,—i.e., letters which are intend- 
ed for transmission in identical terms to 
several persons, and the whole or the 
greater part of which is printed; engraved, 
or lithographed,—may also be sent by 
book post, 


But a book-packet may not contain apy 
letter, or communication of the nature of a 
letter -(whether separate or otherwise), 
uoless it be a circular-letter or be wholly 
printed ; nor any enclosure sealed or in any 
way closed against inspection. If this 
rule be infringed, the entire packet is 
charged as a letter. 


A book-packet may be posted either 
without a cover (in which case {t must not 
be fastened, whether by means of gum, 
wafer, sealing wax, postago stamp, or 
otherwise) orin a cover entirely open at 
both ends, soas to admit of the contents 
being easily withdrawn for examination ; 
otherwise it is treated as a letter. For the 
reater security of the contents, however, 
it may be tied at the ends with string ; 
Postmasters being authorised to out the 
string in such caser, although if they do so. 
they must-again\de np, the packet, 

No. book-packet” may be above & Ibs, 
in weight, nor above 24 inches in length,

When, owing to a great-and unusual 
influx of letters, books, ete., the transmis- 
sion or delivery of the letters would be 
delayed if the whole mail were déalt with 
without distiuctlon, bock-packets may be 
kept back till the next despatch or delivery.

PATTERNS, 


They must not be of intrinsic value. This 
rule excludes all articles of a saleable nature, 
and indeed whatever may have-a value of 
its own, opart from its mere use as a pattern; 
and the quantity of any material sent 
ostensibly asa pattern must not be so great 
thatit can fairly be considered as having on 
this ground an intrinsic value. 


Pattern and Sample Post to colonies and 
foreign countries is' restricted to bond fide 
trade ‘patterns or samples of merchandise, 
Goods sent for sale, or in execution of an 
order (however small the quantity may be), 
or, any articles. sent by one, private indivi- 
dual to another, which are not actual pat- 
terns or samples, are not admissible. . 


Patterns or samples, when practicable, 
must besent in covers open at the ends, 
and in such a manner as. to be easy of 
examination, Samples of seeds, drugs, and 
such like articles, which cannot be sent in 
covera of this kind,-—but such articles only, 
~—-may be posted enclosed in boxes, or bags 
of linen or other material, fastened in‘such 
a manner that they may be readily opéned; 
or, in the caso of seeds &0., In bags entirely 
closed, provided such closed bage are trans- 
parent, so as to enable the Officers of the 
Post Office readily to satiafy-themselves as 
to the nature of the contents, ;

1, All correspondence posted, before 6

Mail Packet. Tho Post Office reserves the 
tight of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
“mission, and of delaying delivery in case 
the number of parcels is such as to retard 
other correspondence. -No responsibility 
{a accepted with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration. will secure the 
senders against any but a very remote pro- 
bability of loes. 

4, The public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, dsc., which does not exist, 

Mails exchanged with Mantla and Saigon. 

Tho Philippine Islands being now admit- 
tod into the General Postal Union, it' fol- 
lows that all paid correspondence received 
from Manila in the mails will be delivered 
free by this Office, and that all paid cor- 
raspondence sent to Manila in the mails 
should be delivered free there, 

Artiole 1X of the Postal Treaty of Berne 
provides that *‘ Neither the senders nor the 
addressees Of letters and other postal 
packets shall be called upon to pay, oither 
fn the Country of Origin, or in that of 
Destination, any tax or duty other than ” 
the recognised rates Jevied (in the case of 
ypaid correspondence) by the despatching 
Office, It is hoped that’ any extra charge, 
cor spparently extra charge, will at once be 
‘brought to the notice ‘of the proper 
authorities, in either Colony. : 

Tho above does not apply in any to loose 

letters sent outside the mails, Thess will 
‘always be charged on arrival in Hongkong

Under instructions from the' London 
Post Uffice, the Mails for the United King- 
dom which have hitherto been forwarded 
viii Marseilles, will henceforth be forwarded 
vid Naples, as it is understood that a gain 
of twelve hours results from the adoption 
of this route. : 

_ As it would be extremely inconvenfont to 
divide the mail, and no practical advantage 
would result from doing so, all correspond- 
ence intended for the United Kingdom by 
French Packet will be sent vid Naples, even 
though marked vid Marseilles, 

An impression appears to prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterranean sta- 
tions; Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, do,, can be forwarded only by 
British Packet. It can bo forwarded also 
by French Packet, and if so forwarded 
generally arrives a week earlier than if it 
had been detained for the British Mail, 


e 


The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconveniencs which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mia-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal pat (even if the packet. be ro- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmisaion. 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets: which are likely to’ suffer. from 
stamping or from great preasure should bo 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post, It should be remembered 
that every packet has to be handled several 
times; that it.is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 
its transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased. u 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post “Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public. A Postmaster may, 
however, give-an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would ‘disapprove of bis doing ao. 

Poatmastera are not.allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to ita destination according to the address, 
even, though a request to such effect. be 
written thereon, 

Postmaasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorized to demand change ; 
and when money is—paid at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no queation 
as to ita right amount, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter, 

- Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packeta for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby 
impeded, ‘ 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and: 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
{except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
tho letters so afiled but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other, The 
publio are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondente it. the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same, 


The registration ‘of a packot makes its 
transmission much more gecure, inasmuch 
ag, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the loss of a registered 
ge isa very rare occurrence. Neverthe. 

eas large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission, 
By law, the Post Office is not rezponsible 
for the safe delivery of regintered packeta ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any: wa:
